‘In time of peace prepare 
for war” is a good motto, and I think 
the better we are prepared for war the 
less likely ave we to have it. 
be a good idea to organize a company. 
of volunteers in Deseronto, and 1 be- 
lieve that if your correspondent und 
others would make » move in the 
matter it would prove quite’ popular, 

Looking farther ahead, however, 
and thinking of some broader plan of 
defence, lL think the best thing that 
could be done would be to instruct all 
the school boys in,Canadain militaty 
drill, that is, all those over 12 yeurs of 
age. and also teach them to “shoot. 
straight,” as “Imperialist” bas it. This 
would not, or need not, be such an 
expensive or difficult undertaking as 
many think, because a boy can learn 
to shoot straight with an air gun as 
well as or better than he could with a 
Lee-Mitford rifle, and with less danger 
to all concerned. I would therefore be 
in favor of having a shooting gallery 
attached to every public and high 
school in Canada. Learning to shoot 
is much like learning to swim ov skate. 
If it is learned in boyhood it will al- 
ways be natural for him to shoot well 
and he will not forget how. Shooting 
at a target would be good training for 
their eyes and military drill would be 
good for their bodies and minds, and 
would be of great service to them all 
through life, Weiust remember that 
the “boys of today will be the men of

The Boers are coining gold for this 
purpose, id paying for what they 
need from farmers und others in pure 
yellow metal, At present there is no 
practical way of getting this money 
outof the country, and eveh if the 
money could be sent, there is no way 
of getting great quantities of anything 
yurchased back. But the coined gold 
is being hidden away by those who re- 
ceive it until peace comes, when it will 
be brought out and put into circula- 
tion, Altogether it will run to an 
enormous tanount, as the Boers are 
working the mines to their full capa- 
city.”

Below is given a copy of a letter 
from Master Willie Barker, the young- 
est Can: dian soldier in South Africa at 
the present time, He is 16 yenrs of 
age, and comes of a fighting stock 
Ile is the son of Harry 0, Bark 
of the Militin Department, Ottawa, 
who served through the North-West 
rebellion of 1885, and a grandson of 
Mr. William Henry Barker, an 
Boglishniain who served and met his 


death in the American revolution. 
Heis « grandnephew of Mrs, T, G. 
Pile, Desevonto, and of Mrs, Alex. 


Smith, of Napanee, to whom the letter 
was addressed, He enlisted with “D” 
Battery of the artillery of the second 
contingent as a trumpeter, and sailed 
from Halifax on the Laurentian. 

He says: “Wearrived at Halifax on 
January 17, and left on January 20. 
We had to walk seven miles to the 


the docks. We got on board on Sat- 
urday afternoon, but did not leave the 
harbor untill early on Sunday morn- 
ing. The barbor is very pretty, but 
the city itself is very dirty, f 

“When we got out to sea it was 
very rough, and it was not long before 
some of the boys became seasick. 
Although I was not first I received my 
share and Was sick for two days. We 
have to sleep in hammocks hung in 
the hold, and we have also to eatin 
the hold, a very dirty place. I only 
slept in my haminock over night; {slept 
with a chum of mine upon the 
deck. [tis nice and warm there for 
we ire in the Gulf Stream, 2,258 miles 
from Halifax, and within two days of 
Cape Verde, where I hope to get a 
chance to post this letter. 

“We getup at 6 a.m. From then 
to 6.30 all have to take a salt water

to 7 wego to the stables, and from 7 to 
8 have physical drill. From 5 to 9 we 
breakfast.

At 11:30 we go 
to the stables again, and 1 p.m, have 
dinner. We have drill again from 2 
tod, and return to the stables at 4:30, 
At 5 we have tea, ant then mount 
guard till6, We hnve the rest of the 
evening to ourselves, aud the boys 
usually lie round the decks, sing songs, 
and write letters. 

“There ave 350 men on board, four 
trained nur: two doctors, a velerir= 
ary surgeon, 275 horses, 12 guns, 12 
ammunition waggons, 
waggons, and four baggage waggons. 
There are two batteries on board, “E 
und “D.” Six horses have died of 
distemper. 

“All the men ave well except fora 
few colds. We «are all enjoying the 
trip, as the sev has been in splendid 
condition since the first day out.”

consequently but small the 
plant were cultivated, and the produce 
wis considered as a luxury rather than 
a staple culinary vegetable. The more 
rational and simpler treatment that 
has since prevailed bas caused the cul- 
tivation of this healthful vegetable to 
be greatly extended, Notwithstanding, 
but few private gardens of suburban 
residents and innumerably fewer of 
farm or country dwellers produce the 
crop, and the large markets demand a 
greater supply than they receive. 

The different varieties in cultivation 
under different names are all of the 
same species, the differences in charac- 
ter being the result of peculiar soils 
and culture and of breeding and selec- 
tion. With good culture one may be 
sure of good results with any of them. 
Plants are easily raised from seeds, 
and those who so desire can produce 
their own plants by sowing the seeds 
early In spring in a piece of free, fri- 
able, rich soil, sowing the seeds in drills 
about 11% inches In depth and the rows 
15 or 18 inches apart. Sow the seeds 
thinly an inch or two apart. To get 
strong plants about half of them should 
be thinped out so they will stand two 
or three Inches apart. Hoe or cul- 
tivate and keep tbe ground clean 
through the season. Good 1-year-old 
plants of one’s own raising are, on the 
whole, the most desirable for planting 
out, but if one buys plants, and espe- 
cially if they Lave to be brought from 
a distance, experience has shown that 
strong 2-year plants are more reliable 
than younger ones. 

A light soil*will produce a crop ear- 
lier in the season than a Deayy one,

aud the market grower should, if pos-. 


sible, avail himself of this fact. How- 
ever, any good garden soll, if properly 
cultivated, will produce good aspara- 
gus. Ip the case of a market gardener 
intending to plant a considerable area 
he should select ground that has been 
under clean cultivation aud that is free 
from weeds and weed seeds. In the 
fall preceding planting the land can be 
plowed deep and left in a rough state 
during winter. Warly in spring or as 
soon as the ground Is in suitable condi- 
tion to work give a heavy dressing of 
old, well rotted stable manure and 
plow it in: Harrow the surface until 
it Is smooth and fine; then with a plow 
open furrows through the plot of 
ground about four feet apart. On 
sandy soils the distance may be great- 
er and on heavy lands somewhat less. 
The furrows should be opened to a 
depth of at least nine inches. In the 
bottom of the furrow the plants are to 
be set from three to four fect apart. 

It is best to take some pains in set- 
ting the plants, and the best culti- 
yators draw up a little mound of soil 
with the band and set the plant on it, 
spreadjng out the roots in all direc- 
tions. Then draw on a little soil, 
enough to bold the plant In place. Aft- 
erward a portion of the soil on each 
side of the row that was thrown out in 
making the furrow can be turned in by 
means of a one horse plow from which 
the moldboard has been removed. The 
plants are to be set so that the crown 
shall be from four to six inches below 
the level surface. In light soil a deeper 
covering is desirable than in heavier 
ground. Careful cultivation is to be 
given the plants and the ground kept 
entirely clean. In making small gar- 
den beds the work cau be done with 
spade and hoe, 

In the garden It is a good plan to 
make narrow beds five feet wide, al- 
lowlng a space of two feet between the 
beds for’a walk, the rows to run 
lengtbwise of these beds two feet 
apart, three rows to a bed, the euter 
rows one foot from the margin. 

As many as these narrow beds as 
may be needed can be made side by 
side. By preference they should run 
north and south. 

An asparagus plantation should be 
well supplied annually with well rot- 
ted stable manure or mineral fertilizers 
distributed in furrows ruv each side 
of a row. ‘The application of stable 
manure, ground bone, bonemeal, acid 
phosphate and murlate of sulphate of 
potash can be made to best advan- 
tage early in the spring before growth 
starts. Nitrate of soda is an excellent 
fertilizer for asparagus, and it bas 
been found best to apply it at three 
different times during the season—ear- 
ly, or In Mareh, and again In May and, 
finally, after the crop bas been gather- 
ed. No shoots are to be cut for use or 
market until the spring of the second 
year,and then only the strongest spears 
are to be cut.

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Plants for Tropical Effect, 


Almost all classes of people admire a 

1b-tropical flower bed, ‘To all those 
wishing to create this effect, the fol 
lowing plants will be found the most 
useful: Musa Husete, or Abyssiuian 
Banana Plant; Giant Castor Oil Plants; 
Cannas, and  Caladiums Extiaums. 
A round bed is probably the best. to 
plhintand manage. To prepare the 
bed: Take well-retted stable munure, 
and top dress heavily, also scatter a 
thin coating of wood ashes, unleached; 
dig deeply and mix thoroughly, leav- 
ing bed crowning or high in’ centre; 
about one foot bigher than the outer 
edge would give about the right piteh 
for a large bed. Plant one Banana or 
Giant Castor Oil Plint in centre; 2 feet | 
from centre plint tallest Cannas. The 
next row, inches upart each way, 
should be somewhat — dwarfer, 
alternating plants, Fill bed within 18 
inches of outer edge; 9 inches from 
Oannas, and outer edge plant one row 
of Oalidiums Exculutiams 18 inches 
apart, alternating with last vow Can- 
nas. 

Here are a few of the cream of 
Cannas with their various heights and 
colors: Sophia Buchner, 5 feet, bright 
scarlet splashed orange; Halia, golden 
yellow, blotched orange, 4 feet; Aus- 
tria, pure yellow, spotted crimson, 4 
feet; Florence Vaughan, yellow, dotted 
carmine, 3) feet;  Maclame Cre 
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scarlet, gilt-edged, 34 feet, a real ger 
Papa, brilliant 1, 3 feet. Where 
dark foliage is admired the variety 
Egandale will be found setisfactory. 
All these plants require an abundance 
of water for best results,

'k Story of the Loss of a British Troop- 
+ ship on the Coast of Africa. oy

In the closing days of the year 1851 


the English troopship Birkenhead sailed 
from Cork in perfect trim and in charge 
of an able and gallant commander with 
631 souls on board. Two months later 
her shattered hulk lay at the bottom of 
the ocean off the African coast and of her 
homan freight only 193 remained aliye. 


While the disaster which intervened was 
one of the most terrible of the many 
which lie at the door of old ocean, it is 
one of which Englishmen can never think 
without pride, for those sayed included 
all the women and children on board, and 
in the story of the loss of the Birkenhead 
the horror of the disaster is obscured by 
admiration for the men who cheerfully 
yielded their lives to save those of the 
weaker ones and when all hope was gone 
faced death steadfastly and without 
flinching or faltering. 

It was a clear, bright morning in late 
December, 1851, when the Birkenhead 
steamed out of the cove of Cork and rap- 
idly dropped the Irish coast behind her. 
Her cargo consisted of troops destined to 
relieve those at that time on the African 
stations, the detachment being made up 
of details from the Seventy-eighth high- 
landers, the ‘welfth lancers and the 
Vorty-third, Seventy-third and Ninety- 
first of the line, commanded by Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Seton of the Seventy-cighth 
highlanders. The soldiers were nearly 
all destined for long terms of service in 
the colonies, and many of them had their 
families with them, there being some 40 
women and children on the ship. 

The Birkenhead was a stanch and well 
equipped vessel, and Captain Salmond, 
her commander, a thorough seaman, but 
from the first there were forebodings of 
disaster among her crew, for she was 
what is known as an unlucky ship, one of 
those unfortunate vessels with which 
nothing seems to go right, and bad suf- 
fered a series of small mishaps almost 
from the day of her launch. Seamen al- 
ways fear a ship of this kind, and, singu- 
larly enough, their fear seems to be justi- 
fied to a certain extent, for of the great 
ocean disisters a large proportion scoms 
to have happened to these unlucky ships. 

Even in the early part of the voyage 
the Birkenhead appears to have justified 
her reputation, for from the time of her 
sailing until she had crossed the bay of 
Biscay she was buffeted by such a suc- 
cession of gales as was almost unprece- 
dented for that time of the year eyen in 
that stormy and boisterous region. She 
suffered several minor accidents, but 
managed to get through without putting 
io for repairs. Later she ran into better 
Weather, and from that time on had a 
smooth and pleasant voyage to St. Si- 
mon’s Bay, Cape of Good Hope, her first 
port of call, where she arrived on Feb. 
23, 1852. . 

At this point Colonel Scton found in- 
structions from Sir Ilenry Smith, the 
yovernor of the Cape of Good Hope, re- 
garding the distribution of the troops on 
voard, and waiting only one day to take 
on fresh provisions and water, the Bir- 
kenhead started for Algoa Bay, the first 
place at which she was to land a detach- 
ment. 

It was a beautiful evening on which 
she steamed out of St. Simon's Bay. The 
night was clear and still, and the surface 
of the water was unruftled, although, as 
always on that coast, there was a heavy 
swell running in from the seaward, The 
course of the ship Iny along the shore, 
which could be plainly seen at a distance 
of about three miles, the lights and bea- 
cons being in full view. On board the 
ship all was calm and tranquillity. Only 
the watch remained awake, and the big 
vessel slid on over the smooth water al- 
most without sound except for the rhyth- 
mical beat of her engines and paddles. 

How the disaster happened no one will 
eyer know. It is certain that Captain 
Salmond was a full mile farther inshore 
than he should haye been, but how the 
mistake was made, throuzh what un- 
known current or error in calculation, he 
neyer explained to a human court mar- 
tial. On such a night there would seem 
to be no excuse for such an error, yet it 
was made, and about 2 o'clock in the 
morning of the 24th the Birkenhead 
droye, without warning, upon one of the 
many submerged rocks running out from 
Point Danger. 

Unfortunately for all on board, the 
rock was one of the farthest out from 
land, detached from the rest of the reefs 
and with deep water all avound it. The 
ship went on with sucb force that she 
passed nearly half over it, tearing open 
her bottom as she did so, and finally 
brought up hanging on the rock at a point 
just forward of the paddle boxes and 
with her bow and stern fully supported 
by the sea only when she was underrun 
by a swell. As each sea ran under her 
she was raised almost clear of the.rock, 
and, as it passed on, dropped on it again, 
as one pounds no stick of kindling wood 
across one’s knee to break it in two. No 
ship built with human hands could stand 
such treatment long, and the Birkenhead 
instantly began to fill and settle, 

It needed no seaman to tell from tho

tenoot Richards, was brought alongside, 
and the women and child were placed 
on board. Colonel Seton th his drawn 
word in hand, stood in the ga y and 
threntened to cut down any man trying 
to force lis way into the boat, but there 
was no need of this precaution, for the 
men stood steady and quict at their posts, 
though the writhing of the deck under 


their feet told them that the veesel was 
in her death throes, 

Hardly bad the cutter cleared the gang- 
way with her precious freight when the 
Birkenhead broke squ y in two just 
forward of the engines, and the forward 
part, sliding off the rock, plunged like a 
shot into the depths of the ocean. It 
Was seen that there was no time to bring 
nny more bonts alongside, and the order 

given for all who could to save them- 
ves. BEyen then, when all discipline 
thrown aside, the habits of years of 
] training ruled all the actions of the 
soldiers. There was no unmanly rush for 
the two remai g boats, and those who 
could swim aided their comrades to places 
in them and on bits of floating wreckage. 
The boats were quickly filled beyond the 
point of safety and pulled away from the 
vessel, leaving those on board facing 
death by the ghastly light of the blue 
lights and rockets which had been show- 
ered upward since the ship first struck. 

Death was not long In coming for most 
of the poor fellows. Five minutes after 
the forward part of the vessel had gone 
down she broke again just aft of the 
mainmast. ‘The after part heeled over 
and sank, and a moment later the main 
body of the vessel slid from the rock and 
plunged beneath the waves, Colonel Se- 
ton standing calmly by the gangway and 
going down with it to a brave man’s 
grave. In a little more than 20 minutes 
from the time the vessel struck the rock 
there remained of her no vestige but the 
floating wreckage, which covered the wa- 
ter, and the main topmast, which pro- 
jected aboye the surface, On this many 
of the men took refuge, while others sup- 
ported themselyes on pieces of wreckage 
or op life preservers, with which they 
had previously provided themselves, and 
started for the shore, which was some 
two miles distant, A 

It was too far for most of the poor fel- 
lows, and of nearly 800 who started for 
the shore most gave it up and sank be- 
fore completing the distance, But there 
was another death which lurked in the 
waters between the rock and the shore— 
death sudden and horrible and which left 
the survivors with shaken nerves and 
failing courage. The seca was infested 
by sharks, and nearly all who had strip- 
ped off their clothes were eaten by 
them. Many a poor fellow, swimming 
alongside with a comrade, heard a sud- 
den rush and a ery and found himself 
with only a bloody eddy beside him and 
n greeping dread at his heart that he 
might be the next to mect such a fate. 

And eyen with the shore safety was 
not gained. A heavy swell and strong 
undertow and a rocky aud difficult coast 
were but a part of the dangers with 
which they had to contend. Vor a long 
way out from the shore the sea was filled 
with great masses of seaweed, which 
wrapped about their limbs as they swam 
and slipped under their fect as they 
struggled toward the shore, and many 
who had almost reached the land gave 
up, disheartened, and met their death in 
the clinging weed. 

Gradually, one after another, they draz- 
ged themselves from the water and gath- 
ered together on the firm land, and when 
it became certain that there were no more 
to come there were in that party but 68 
out of all who had stood on the deck of 
the Birkenhead when she went down. 
But little could be done for them at the 
fishing station at Point Danger, and they 
were obliged to tramp for more than 20 
miles throygh a rough and broken coun- 
try to the house of Captain Smalds, for- 
merly of the Seventh Dragoom guards. 
Here they were well cared for and two 
days later were taken off by H. M. 8. 
Rbadamanthus, sent from St. Simon's 
Bay. 

The fate of the other survivors was 
much easier. The three boats under 
Lieutenant Richards, when they pulled 
away from the wreck, had made for St. 
Simon's Bay, as they were all so heavily 
loaded as to make the attempt to land in 
the heavy surf inshore one of great dan- 
ger. hey rowed all night and at dawn 


w 


“were picked up by the schooner Lioness, 


Captain Ramsden, who after taking them 
on board at once started for the scene of 
the wreck. On arriving there, carly in 
the afternoon, the main topmost was, 
found to be still standing, with 45 men 
clinging to it. These were taken off, but 
there was no sign of any other survivors, 

One hundred and twenty-five were tak- 
en by the Lioness from the boats and 
from the mast. Sixty-cight succeeded in 
reaching the shore. Of the others of the 
Birkenhead’s great company all perish- 
ed; but, to the credit of British courage 
be it said, there was in this number not 
one woman or child. Captain Wright, 
the senior surviving military officer, re- 
mained for two days at the scene of the 
wreck for the purpose of burying the 
bodies. Many came ashore, but the great- 
er number sleep in unmarked but not un- 
honored graves.—Short Stories.

Some Properties of Silk, : 

The silkworm was originally found in 
China, and fabrics of this material were 
made in that country about 2700 B. O. 
About 900 yards of silk are produced by 
a single worm, and there are nearly 13 
pounds of waste silk, designated as 
“thrown sila,” for every pound of good 
silk. Thrown silk, although known as 
waste silk, is not by any means uscless, 
for delicate and intricate modern ma- 
chinery now converts it into a fit material 
for the manufacturer's use. The chict 
waste in silk culture arises trom defect- 
Ive cocoons, and the material secured 
from them is veal “waste silk.” 

The elasticity of silk is remarkable. 
The great diversity in the diameter of 
the filament produced by the silkworm is 
the cause of much difficulty in maintain- 
ing uniformity in the dimensions of the 
reeled silk. If, for instance, the operative 
starts off with six strands from as many 
cocoons, the product from each will di- 
minish more or less in diameter. Conse- 
quently in order to pre ye the standard 
regularity it becomes necessary to add or 
tnke away the product of one or two 
more worms, which operation calls for 
considerable skill and judgment.—Manu- 
facturer,

Washington, D, C., March 2,—The

the Dominion Parliament. So far 
American manufacturers and pro- 
ducers have been able to compete 


successfully in Canada with their Brit- 
ish rivals. A discrimination of 40 per 
cent., however, in favor of Great 
Britain would not beso readily met. 
In 1899 the value of American goods 
sold to the Canadians was $580,000,000, 
while the British exports to Canada 
aggregated only $30,000,000. On the 
other hand, Great Britain bought 
goods from Canada tothe amount of 
$100,000,000, while our purchases of 
Canadian products were about $30,000, - 
000. 

United States tariff laws have un- 
questionably been framed to shut the 
Canadiins out of the American mar- 
ket. "Phe duties upon the lumber, fish 
und conlof the Dominion are almost 
prohibitory and are in the interest of 
the trusts in this country, The United 
Stutes has treated its neighbors very 
ily in the way of affording them 
for commerce, and it is not 


facilit 
to be wondered at that they should 
turn to Great Britain, which buys 
annually nearly three and one-half 


times as much from them as the 
people of the United States. 
The Secretary of the Treasury has 


rendered a decision which will unques- 
tionably cause some friction between 
the Dominion and this country. Its 
object is to compel steamships trading 
between the two countries on the 
Great Lukes to purchase sea stoves in 
United States ports. Duties re 
ordered to be assessed on all “‘exces- 
sive” sea stores found on board arriv- 
ing vessels—“texcessive” being under- 
stood to mean in excess of the quan- 
tity needed to take the vessel to its 
next American port, The State De- 
partment attempted to secure the 
waiver of these duties, stating that it 
was the practice of the Canadinu 
authorities, with a law similar to that 
in force in the United Stutes, to pay 
no attention to sea stores as long as 
they remained on board. until the end 
of the season, when all foreign supplies 
found were assesssed with duty or 
bonded, and expressing the hope that 
the Secretary of the Treasury, would 
tind some method of trenting sea 
stoves with the same liberality as they 
were treated by the Canadian minister 
of customs. The Secretary of the 
‘Treasury, however, refused to accede 
to his colleagues’ desires.

That the enforcement 
lation has -tuumced the sawailliag 
and lumbering industry in Ontario in 
a very marked degree is borne out by 
the record of new sawmills which 
have been putup, old ones repaired 
and engaged, and mills long standing 
idle once more refitted and enlarged 
and put in shape for a vigorous cam- 
paign. Here area few fi I can 
name a dozen big concerns that lave 
either already made their arrange- 
ments todo their minufactucing in 
Canada or that ave actively negotint- 
ing todo so. For instance, Kdmund 
Hall, of Detroit, has bought the Miner 
Lumber Company's mill at Alpena, 
and is getting ready to locate it on 
the north shore of the Georgian Bay, 
near the Cutler mill, on a site that 
was bought from the Cutlers, North- 
rup & McEwen, of Bay City, huve 
bought the Moiles Bros.’ mill on 
John’s Island, in the Georgian Bay 
district, and will stavt it up in the 
ie W. A. McArthur & Oo,, of 
Sheboygan, have bought a big mill and 
plant on the Litt Current, in the 
Georgian Bry district, There ave at 
least ten other firms along the east 
shore of Michigan that will saw their 
logs in Canada next summer for the 
first time.” ' 

The following sawmills are now 
being built: 

One at Victoria Harbor by John 
Waldie, with a capacity of 25,000,000 
feet per announ. 

One at Midland by J. S, Playfair at 
a cost of $25,000, capable of cutting 
15,000,000 feet a yen. 

Another at Midland by Mr. Chew 

acost of $15,000, which will cub 

10,000,000 per annum, 
M. Kirkwood has und: r considera- 
tion the building of a new mill at the 
mouth of the Spanish River of large 
capacity. 

Following are old mills, some of 
them long idle, now being overbauled 
to cut next sammer, 

The Walsh mill at Little Garrent, 
which has been idle for eight years. 
1t will cut about 15,000,000 feet per 
annum, 

-Conton & Co's mill near Little 
Ourrent, which hus not sawed for three 
years. Itis being fitted up ata cost 
of $10,000 and will cut 20,000,000 feet. 

The John’s [sland mill bas pot run 
for two or three years. [t is being 
overhauled and will saw about 20,000,- 
000 feet per annum. 

Cutler & Lavidge’s mill at Kena- 
butch. It has not run for two years, 
but is being put in shape again and 
will cut about 25,000,000 feet per 
annum. 

The Parry Sound Lumber Company's 
mill at Parry Sound has stood idle for 
three or four years. The company is 
spending $25,000 in refitting it, and it 
will cut 20,000,000 feet. 

The Conger Lumber Company's mill 
also at Parry Sound, has not run for 
four or five years. It is being putin 
shape at a cost of about $10,000 and 
will cut 15,000,000 feet. 

Ww. Peter owns a third mill at 
Parry Sound, which has continued to 
run, notwithstanding the teniptation 
to export logs, he owner is spending 
$10,000 in repairing and enlarging t. 

John Newton & Son, of Victina 
Harbor, ave building a large mill. 

Joho Charton & Bro, have bought 
the Collingwood mills and are impiov- 
ing them by new and improved 
machinery. 

In concludiug my remarks I must 
thank my many friends who have 
priced aks and to others must apolo- 
gize for not answering more promptly.

three special schools for dairy and 
creamery instructions, 19 stations for 
seed control and seven for chemical 
control, where fertilizers, soils, feeding

“On the dairy farms special attention 
is paid to having warm, well lighted 
and ventilated stables, animals curried 
and cleaned daily, not exposed to cold 
changeable weather in winter, alw 
watered at their places in the stable 
when stable fed, rations fed which 
nearly correspond to the feeding stand- 
ard, and the waste products well cared 
for.” 

On many of the farms there Is a reg- 
ular system of bookkeeping. and fig- 
ures were obtained directly from the 
books. In the south of Sweden the 
land is level and climate mild, and a 
great deal of sugar beet is grown, and 
the beet pulp is largely used in winter 
In feeding dairy stock, the grower re- 
ceiving from the factory one-half the 
weight of pulp that he furnishes of 
bects. Ip this section also there are 
but few fences, and the cattle are not 
allowed loose in pasture, but when not 
in stables are tethered out and moyed 
several times a day. Thus by the time 
the row of cows has moved across a 
field the clover or grass at the end 
where they began has obtained a good 
growth. 

In the northern part of Sweden more 
pasture lands are fenced and cattle 
turned ipto them, and as they cannot 
grow many of the crops usual in the 
southern section their dependence Is 
upon hay and oats. In central Sweden 
the farmers are mostly also fishermen, 
and their cattle are dry in summer, 
running to pasture with liftle attention, 
and feeding in winter upon the hay 
grown there which is of very good 
quality, adapted to producing both 
milk and butter of exeellent favor and 
generally very good. 

At Alnarp, one of the two large ag- 
ricultural colleges located near the ex- 
treme south end, they have 750 acres 
under cultivation and grow from 125 
to 250 acres of beets for the sugar fac- 
tory, receiving back one-half the weight 
of the product in beet pulp. They bad 
when Mr, ries visited them 161 milk 
cows, 77 heifers, 7 serviceable bulls, 1 
young bull, 12 heifer calves, 2 bull 
calves, 86 farm horses, 5 carriage 
horses and 2 young horses. The cows 
are partly full blooded Holsteins and 
Shorthoros and grades of these two 
breeds weighing from 1,000 to 1,200 
pounds per bead, 

The ration is proportioned to the 
amount of milk given, and we will 
quote It in full as given In winter. 
When there is green food, the cows 
have freshly cut green oats and vetch 
mixed aud have nothing else. Cows 
giving over 26 pounds of milk a day 
have 66.14 pounds of sugar beet pulp, 
9,92 pounds clover bay, 2.20 pounds of 
oat and barley chop, 8.31 pounds sun- 
flower seed cake, 2.20 pounds of palm- 
nut cake, 1.10 pounds rape seed cake 
and 12,12 pounds straw. This is fig- 
ured to contain 23.22 pounds of dry 
matter, of which the digestible portion 
contajns 3.13 pounds of protelds, 17.33 
pounds carbohydrates, .86 pounds fat, 
a feeding ratio of 1 to 6.3. 

‘The cows glying from 13 to 26 pounds 
of milk per day receive the same 
fimounts of beet pulp, clover bay, rape 
seed cake and straw, but the oat and 
barley chop and palm out cake are re- 
dueed to one-half the amount named 
above and the sunflower seed cake to 
two-thirds. This furnishes 80,82 
pounds of dry matter, of which 2.56 Is 
proteids, 16.39 carbohydrates and .67 
fat, a ratio of 1 to G9. 

Cows giving lesa than 18 pounds a 
day get the same amount of clover hay 


and straw, but only one-third the 
amount of beet pulp and the same 
fimount of chop and sunflower seed 


cake as those that give 13 to 26 pounds, 
but they bave no palm nut or rape seed 
cake. Their ration has % 7 pounds 
of dry matter, of which 1.75 Is protelds, 
11.73 carbobydrates, 45 fat, or a ratig 
of 1 to 7.3. 

The cows are considered profitable 
until 10 to 12 yeors old, are milked 
nine to ten months In the year on an 
avernge, and the average yleld Is 7,260 
pounds of milk for Flolstelos and 6,600 


for Shorthorns, or 7,040 pounds for the 
entire berd, with an average of 3.2 per

1D) Edwards, the vice-chairman, 
upon being called upon, said that he 
did not expect to be asked to speak, 


but would say he was glad to see such 
a representative gathering of Irishmen 
in Deseronto, the first organized meet- 
ing of all classes of Irish people. He 
had, for a number of years, taken an 
active interest in .the anniversary of 
the 17th of March, but had always 
spent it elsewhere, because there never 
had been w celebration in Deseronto, 
He hoped that the good feeling, and 
spirit of unity which had begun so 
well, would spread wherever Irishmen 
were to be found, and that it would 
result in the forming of proper 
organizations. He hoped that Deser- 
onto would be found Foreniout in the 
procession, We should form associa- 
tions to show that we can drop all 
arty feeling for the common good, 
he time may come when the 
people in the old Jand will have 
no more newspaper and faction 
fights, but they will be aunited people, 
meeting to celebrate the great national 
day irrespective of creed and party, as 
all creeds are united here. 

R. N. Irvine said he was proud of 
the Irish blood that flowed in his veins. 
He was not born in Ireland, but hoped 
some time to visit that country, and 
after his return promised one of the 
longest speeches that has ever been 
heavd in these parts. 

Wn. Marrigan said, in the course 
ofan eloquent and interesting speech, 
that after the fluttering things that 
had been said about Irishmen, they 
would scarcely like it if he said any- 
thing against them. Yet the Ivish- 
men h themselves to blame for 
many of their grievances. A boy was 
asked if his father was a Christian, 
and he said “Yes, but he has not been 
working at it lately.” The matter 
with a good many Irishmen is, that 
they are [rvishmen, but have not been 
working at it of late, He hoped that 
this meeting and sitnilar meetings 
elsewhere would have a stimulating 
effect. He made reference to the war 
in South Africa as being the means of 
confederating the Empire, and it 


would do more towards the confedera- 
tion of the Irish people than anything 
that has happened in two hundred 
years, 


The 


toust of “The Dominion of 
/’ was ably responded co by 
‘ Deroche, Oliver, McGaughey 
and Dgar, the last mentioned gentle- 
man concluding with a Canadian 
song. 

“The Town of Deseronto,” the next 
toast, elicited a flow of oratory from 
Acting-Mayor Dryden, and Councillors 
Gault, Parnham and Rixen. 

“The Last Rose of Summer,” 
rendered by H, C, Fowkes. 

The toast “Our Guests,” brought 
forth eloquent and patriotic speeches 
from Dr, Newton, Messrs. Guulin, 
Goodman, Nasmith, Daltonand G, W. 
Wright. 

The toast of “The Press” 
sponded to by D, McClew. 

The toast of “The Ladies," was 
honored bysinging “For They Are 
Jolly Good Fellows.” 

The singing of “God Save the Queen” 
brought to a close one of the most 

leasant social gatherings ever held in 
Jeseronto, and it is to be hoped that 
on St. Patricks’ Day, in future years 
the Irishmen of Deseronto will have 
just as pleasant reunions, as at this, 
their first annual banquet.

London, March 21, — Mr. Cham- 
berlain has received the following 


telegram from the Governor and Com- 


mander-in-Chief of New Zealand, the 
Iarl of Ranfurly: 
Now Zoalund Backs Hritain, 

“The people of New Zealand wish 
lo express their endorsement of the 
position taken up by the Imperial 
Government in declining to allow 


the intervention of any foreign pow- 
er in the settlement with the Trans- 
yvaal and the Free State and in de- 
clining to assent to either state being 
independent. 

“My Government assures Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government that New Zealand 
will support to the last the Mother 
Country, so far as it lies in her pow- 
er, in mMaintaiming that position, 
Which has been taken up irrespective 
of consequences. 

“TI am desired to add that there are 
large numbers of mien volunteering, 
who are good riders and shots, will- 
ing to go to South Africa for the re- 
lief of the Imperial forces. If their 
servicss later will be required  else- 
where.’’ 

New Zealand's Fourth Contingeomt, 

Wellington, N.Z., March 21, — In 
bidding farewell to the fourth con- 
tingent of New Zealand troops, 
terday for service in South Afr 
the Premier, Mr. R. J. Seddon, em- 
phasized the determination of Aus- 
tralasia to uphold the Dnperial pres- 
tige. The country had 400,000 male 
adults, mostly drilled, prepared to 
defend the colonies, and, if an 
emergency arose, to send men enough 
to South Africa to release the Im- 
pevial troops, to deal with any un- 
friendly power daring to meddle with 
the settlement, Lord Salisbury’s re- 
ply to the Boer Presidents and the 
friendly note of the President of the 
United States, and the announcenmt 
that Great Britain would not assent 
to the independence of the Republics, 
Were all endorsed by New Zealand, 
Who, the Premier added, would main- 
tain that position at any cost. 


Cork Speeds Departing Troops, 


Cork, March 21. — The troopship 
Aurania sailed yesterday for the Cape

605 men, detailed from the Scottish 
Borderers, the Oxifordshires and the 
Wiltshir Sir Charles Carrington, 
Who has had much experience in 
South Africa, sailed by the saine 
transport.

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HARVESTING SUGAR BEETS

Harvesting sugar beets Is aceoniplish 


ed by menns of an Implement especial 


ly prepared for the purpose, I haye 
seen several kinds of these implements, 
all of which seemed to do the work ¢ 
mirably In some places it Is done bs 
means of a long, slender plow, with 
a sharp plowshare, which works on 
the principle of the stireng plow. This 
plow Is run close to the beet In such a 
Way that the share cuts the taproot 
just below the enlargement of the beet, 
at.the same time loosening, lifting and 
laying It on its sidé 

Another harvester, instead of having 
a share, bas two prongs, one of which 


passes on elther side of the lower por 
tion of the beet root; the spnce between 
the prongs decreasing from the front 


f beet root to be 
forced into the smaller space between 
they puss along the 
row and the beet is thus lifted bodily 
three or four inches and taproot 
broken, As the plow passes op the beet 


backward ses the 


these prongs as 


the 


drops back Into its place loosened and 
ready to be lifted from the ground by 
the hand, 

Following the plow are persons who 
pick up these beets and by one stroke 
with a large knife made for the pur- 
pose cut off the crown of the beet to- 
gether with the leaves. ‘This Is called 
“topping,” and it is the aim of the per- 
son doing this “topping” to make the 
cut at the line showing that portion 
which has projected above the ground. 
Where the beet has been grown entire- 
ly under the ground only enough is cut 
off to carry with it the crown and the 
leaves. 

If the beets are to be sent to the fac- 
tory at once, the “topper’ simply 
throws them in piles, from whieh they 
are placed in sacks and put in wagons 
for delivery to the factory. They are 
sometimes thrown loosely into the 
wagons from the piles. Most of the 
factories, however, have arrangements 
for quickly handling the beets. Some 
of them haye wagons proyided with 
nets for recciving the beets, and upon 
reaching the factory these nets are 
taken from the wagon by the aid of 
machinery and their contents dumped 
into the beet sheds. At other factories 
the wagons are hauled up an elevated 
driveway to a “dump,” the tipping of 
which precipitates the load of beets 
into the beet sheds. Either of these 
arrangements quickly disposes of many 
wagon loads, and teams are not re- 
quired to wait long, as would be the 
ease if unloaded by shoveling out of 
the wagons into the shed. Still shovel- 
ing is resorted to in some places.— 
Charles I’. Saylor. 


When to Pick an Apple. 

It makes a good deal of difference 
when an apple is picked, whetber be- 
fore it bas obtained its full develop- 
ment or at maturity or when it is fully 
ripe. Many horticulturists make a dis- 
tinction between maturity and ripeness 
of an apple, says Farm, Field and Vire- 
side. An apple is mature, according to 
their ideas, when it has obtained its 
full size and when its seeds haye turn- 
ed black. An apple is ripe when it has 
obtained its proper color, its best flayor 
and its most desirable mellowness. 

The best time to pick an apple is at 
its maturity. If picked then, it will 
ripen afterward as well as on the tree, 
but if it is picked before it is mature 
it will never ripen. It will not only 
wilt and remain of the same color as 
when picked, but will not gain in cl- 
ther flavor or texture. If allowed to 
ripen on the tree it Is likely to hang 
too long and lose in keeping quality, 
though apples differ greatly in this re- 
spect, 

The early maturing varieties must be 
picked early and placed where they 
Will be protected from the elements. 
Even such apples as the Grimes Gold- 
en, if picked as soon as mature, will 
keep for months, but if left on the tree 
till fully ripe will keep but a few 
weeks. If they are left on the tree be- 
yond ripeness, they will, to us 
mon expression, “go to pieces’ 
off. 

Apples like the Ben Dayis and Wil 
low Twig need to be gathered as late 
as possible, but even then it will be at 
maturity. Such apples take a long sea- 
son In which mature, and In the 
more northern parts of Ilinols and In- 
diana the Ben Davis hardly matures 
at all,

The bulletin says that experiments and 
observation seem to establish the fol- 
lowing facts: The danger of damage 
from frost can be materially lessened 
by placing early and tender plants on 
high grounds and crests and bardier 
plants in low grounds and hollows.

Sham Antiquities, 

A few years ago, in Solio, London, 
there was a factory for antique cop- 
pers which {s probably still in opera- 
tion. The legitimate vusiness of the 
place was the manufacture of stew- 
pans and kettles, but when trade was 
dull in that way any sort of antiques 
for which there happened to be a de- 
mand was produced instead. 

An old Incense burner, for example, 
would be reproduced by the dozen by 
hammering over a chuck. If orna- 
mented with pierced work, the copies 
-would be coated with asphaltum, 
through which the design would be 
traced, when it would then be eaten 
out in an acid bath, saving the time 
which would be required to cut out 
the pattern with a piercing saw. The 
bath leaves thin edges, by whicb such - 
work may be detected. 

The work would then be annealed 
and would be permitted to oxidize and 
seale. Pickling with muriatic acid and 
salt, to produce a good coating of ver- 
digris, would complete tle job. Some 
times these “antiques” would be pur- 
posely broken and would be clunisily 
mended with solder or witb pure tin if 
the piece was to pass for a very an- 
cient one. Chiseled metal was repro- 
duced by casting and “dubbing” over 
with the bammer, then pickling. an- 
nealing and bending. In such ways 
helmets, coppey and brass castings for 
antique furniture and the like were 
made.—Art Amateur.

Patrols on Russian Railroads, 

The Transsiberian railroad is very 
closely guarded, the management fecl- 
ing personally responsible for the peo- 
ple they carry on their trains. ‘The 
road is divided into sections of one 
verst, or fiveeighths of a mile. In a 
neat litle log house, usually in a gar- 
den, live the guard and his people. The 
fiverage family is a wife and five tow- 
headed children. The houses were 
built by the company and evidently 
with a view to meeting the demands 
of increasing families. The guard or a 
member of his family must patrol his 
section night and day. He steps to the 
side of the track as the train ap- 
proaches and after it has passed steps 
back into the middle of the track, holds 
a small green flag in the air, at nighta 
lantern, and stands like a statue until 
the train has entered the next section. 
Several guards do duty in the beayy 
curves, and frequently they are only a 
few bundred feet apart. 

Mucb of the track patrolling Is done 
by women, who have proved fully as 
reliable as the men. The women are 
nearly always barefooted, and as they 
stand on the track holding the flag 
aloft, a Siberian breeze toying with 
their short skirts, they are fine sub- 
jects for a sculptor after a unique mod- 
el.—Siberian Letter in Chicago Record.

The minutes of 
previous meeting were read and ap- 
proved, 

The k was instructed to write 
the ¢ adian Fire Underwriters’ 
Association to correct a statement as 
to the fire equipment of the town. 

A communication from Dr. Newton, 
medical health officer, asking that a 
salary be given him, was favorably 
received. On motion of Coun. Rixen,. 
seconded by Coun, Parnham, he was 
granted $50 a year, said salary to 
commence Jan, 1, 100, 

Several accounts were ordered paid, 

The Committee on Legislation re- 
ported favorably on the petition from 
the town of Galt in respect to the 
amendment. of the Conmee bill. 

Coun. Gault reported that he had 
conferred with a representative of the 
North American Tc aph Co. as to 
putting up # pole to dry hose on. The 
company would be erecting poles in 
Desevonto shortly and would put up 
one wherever the town wanted it. It 
was decided that in case the owner of 
the loton which the fire hall stands 
should object, a good pluce would be

east of the O'Connor House. 

The matter of supplies for the fire 
department was left to the committee 
to deal with, 

Coun, Geddes said that at the last 
meeting of the water committee a 
price of $3 per month was fixed as the 
proper rate for John Dalton’s factory. 
he latter thought it was an over- 
charge, and the speaker therefore 
moved, seconded, seconded by Coun, 
Parnham, that Mr. Dalton be heard 
by the Council. 

Mr, Dalton addressed the Council, 
saying that he thought $3 a month 
altogether too expensive. He said he 
could draw water from the bay ata 

vent deal less expense but he found 
he could not get to the bay without 
going through private property, He 
pointed out that it was an impossibili- 
ty to run a factory on a smull scale 
and compete with factories of greater 
capacity. He had been struggling 
along without making any money out 
of the manufacturing business, bat 
was trying all the time to keep the 
place going. He thought he might be 
able to pay $25 a year for water, He 
averred there was not pressureenongh 
up there to fill the boiler and the only 
way he could keep up steain was to 
fill the boiler in the morning and 
again at noon or at odd times, He 
was unable to inject water in the 
boiler when there was over 40 pounds 
pressure, while they generally run at 
60 pounds pressure. j 

Coun. Geddis enquired if it was not 
the fault of his connections—if he 
were connected direct with the mains 
would he not get greater pressure. 

Coun. Rixen thought it would be 
dangerous to connect direct with the 
water mains; that filling the boiler 
from a tank would be much safer for 
all concerned. 

Mv. Dalton explained that he hada 
large cistevn which was filled with 
water from the roof and which was 
sufficient to keep the factory running 
about half tinte. 

Acting Mayor Dryden thought it a 

ood plan to encourage manufacturing 
interests in the town, and was willing 
to grant Mr. Dalton’s petition ; in case 
Mr. Dalton was willing to put in 
proper connections and would guaran- 
tee he would not put the town to costs 
in case he were left without water 
some time. 

After some further discussion the

The Building of Warships on the ' 
Great Lakes, 


The Effect of New Canadian Rail-

Washington, D. C., March 16,—It 
now turns out that Oom Paul, whether 
by accident or design, asked President 
McKinley to “intervene” in the war 
between the British and the Boers, 
instead of merely «asking him to 
“mediate” or to “uct as intermediary.”

cated to Great Britain with the 
planation that the United States 
intend any intrusion on British con- 
cerns, but thut it would be glad to 
assist in bringing the- war tu a close if 
Great Britain should so desive, Lord 
Salisbury, replying, stated that the 
services of neither the United States 
nor of “any” other nation” could be 
accepted, No doubt, this wording was 
intended asa warning to the other 
powers, but ifso, it failed in its in- 
tention, as the State Department will 
not give out officially the text of the 
answer, holding that it isa confiden- 
tial communication, Later the text 
of the veply was made public in 
London, 

The Secretary of State has trans- 
mitted to Congi ess the correspondence 
with the British Government on the 
subject 6f modifying the Rush Bagot 
treaty so as to permit the building of 
Warships on the Great Lakes, He 
says that instructions were given to 
the High Joint Commissioners to try 
to secure a declaration that it yas not 
contrary to the true intent ef the 
arrangement of 1817 to build vessels of 
war on the Great Lakes, provided they 
were not to be used or maintained 
upon those lakes, In 1817 the Great 
Lukes wereindependentinland waters, 
and there was no navigable connection

between them and the oceau, Under 
such circumstances, to build and arm 
vessels on the lukes tueant to ‘tmain- 


But matters have 
changed since then, The negotiations 
fe through when the Coamission 
adjourned, The Secretary’s request 
limited the construction of war vessels 
onthe lukes to the capacity of the 
Welland Canal, which is so small that 
even the vevenue cutters had to be cut 
apart to get them to salt water. The 
Secretary's plan, apparently, would 
stimulate tne building of third rate 
vessels only, and isa disappointment 
to many people. 

The House Committee on Military 
Affaits has laid over for a week the 
consideration of the resolution intro- 
duced by Mr. Sulzer, of New York, 
directing the Secretary of War to 
inform the House what fortifications 
Great Britain is erecting along the 
northern frontier of the United States, 
especially at Puget Sound and in the 
northwest border country. An amend- 
ment was made striking out the refer- 
ence to Great Britain and inaking it 
read “any foreign power.” 

J. E. Hamilton, U. S, commercial 
agent at Morrisburg, Ont., reports to 
the State Department as follows: 
“The New York and Ottawa Railroad 
will be completed during the present 
year, and will be one of the most im- 
portant routes between the United 
States and Canada. The run from 
Ottawa to New York will be made in 
about ten hours—one and one-half 
hours less than the tine from Montreal 
to New York, The placing of the 
northwestern portion of New York, 
Massachusetts, and Conneticut in such 
close touch with the Dominion, 
especially with Ontario, cannot but 
largely increase the trade between the 
United States nd Canada.” In the 
same mail, Ff. S. 8. Johnson, commer- 
cial agent at Stanbridge, P. Q., reports 
as follows: “The Quebec and Lake 
Huron Railroad Company, which, is 
asking awcharter from the Canadian 
Government, promises to be « most 
important factor in the traffic between 
the Great Lakes and the Atlantic 
seaboard. The line will start from 
Georgian Bay, andrun eaat to Quebec. 
The main object of the promoters is to 
lessen the cost of transportation of 
grain and flour between the western 
states and Europe, hey expect to 
bring to Quebec tor shipment by the 
St. Lawrence, cither in grain or flour, 
between — 30,000,000 and 50,000, Q00 
bushels of wheat per year, and a great 
part of the 2,000,000 feet of lumber cnt 
every year in the country tray ed 
ly their line. The new road will effect 
the utilization of the splendid forests 
of hard woods through which it will 
run, which are now unavailable 
because they cannot be floated.”

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The rapidity with which weeds have 
spread throughout the Province of 
Ontario has caused alarm to many 
thinking agriculturists, who would 
desire their extermination. That 
these undesirable vegetable growths 
have gained such a foothold is no 
doubt due to carelessness on the part 
of many farmers, and a determined 
effort should be made to eliminate 
them. Weeds are injurious because 
they absorb soil moisture; they use 
plant food; they shade, crowd and 
_ choke useful plunts; they increase the 
‘Jabor and expense of cleaning seed; 
they interfere with the rotation of 
crops; they harbor the spores of in- 
jurious fungi, and | 
eyesore to all good farmers and people 
of taste.

In 1845 Mr. Stuart came to Canada 
with his wife and son Jebn, thena 
boy of four years old, and settledin 
the township of Eupbemia, county of 
Lambton. Bor some time he taught 
school in that se¢tion. 

The deceased came froma fighting 
race, and evidently the instinct was 
strong upon him, for fifty-six years 
ago he was a member of the Irish 
Constabulary and sixteen years later 
he joined the Hamilton Battalion of 
Artillery, and was present at the in- 
auguration of General Brock’s monu- 
ment at Queenston Heights. Later 
on he enrolled with No. 3 Company 
of Rifle Volunteers at Kingston, 
Ontario, under Captain (afterwards 
Major) Phillips. Mr. Stuart and his 
two sons, James and William, took 
part in the Fenian raid of 1866. At 
that time Mr. Stuart was stationed at 
Kingston Penitentiary under the com- 
mand of Captain Leitchfield. 

Tt is twenty-four years ago since W. 
F. Stuart settled in Deseronto, and 
during that period he made many fast 
friends and won the respect of all with 
whom hecame in contact. He wasa 
member of the Church of England.

The Committee on Mili- 
tary Af consideved the resolution 
and referred it to the Secretary of 
War for his consideration. It was re- 
turned with the following letter from 
the Adjutant-General : **Yhe informa- 
tion the department possesses in this 
and like cases has always been held to 
be confidential, and for good and 
sufficient reasons has not been made 
public, It is remarked, however, that 
Great Britain, so far as the depart- 
ment is informed, is in no instance 
erecting ‘fortifications trespassing 
upon our right. @H. C, Corbin, Adju- 
tant General.” Upon receipt of this, 
the committee reported the resolu- 
tion adversely. Mr. Sulzer, addressing 
the House on the subject, said: 
“There isa feeling all over this country 
that the Administration has absolutly 
and abjectly surrendered American 
rights to British interests. It has 
done so in Alaska, it has done so in 
regard to the Nicaraguan Canal, it is 
doing so in the Orient, in the Philip- 
pines, in China, It has been done by 
Great Britain in this war in South 
Africa (Applause on the Demoratic 
side.) If it had not been, what the 
Administration did the other day, 
after consultation with Lord Paunce- 
fote, after being told what to do by 
Salisbury there would have been a 
concert of Europerh powers which 
would have dematided the cessation of 
wargin South Africa. The Adminis- 
trution here is move English than the 
Administration in London; and iv is 
time for some one to stand up here 
and talk for American rights against 
British interests.” The House then 
voted, 110 to 97, to lay the resolution 
on the table. ‘The affair is of interest 
as showing the state of feeling among 
opponents of the Administration 
towards Great Britain. 

It cannot be denied that a painful 
impression has been produced in 
this country by cables from 
London, which were afterwards con- 
firmed by an interview with former 
consul Macrum of Pretoria, alleging 
that the United States Consul-General 
had cabled to President McKinley be- 
foce the beginning of the South 
African war, at the direct request of 
President Kruger and Steyn, begging 
him to intercede with Grevt Britain to 
prevent the war, and that the Presi- 
dent had ignored it. A favorable 
reply which might have prevented 
hostilities, was looked and hoped for 
up totwo days before the sending of 
the ultimatum, but it did not come. 
Of course, no one can suy now what 
the effect might have been had Pvesi- 
dent MeKinley acted on this request, 
It is one thing to interfere to stop a 
war after serious losses have been ex- 
perienced, and quite another to try 
to prevent the beginning of one. The 
fact that Great Britain will not now 
now accept any mediation is no proof 
that she would not then have accepted 


arbitration, At any rate, the dis- 
closure has aroused further feeling 
against the President, who, it is 


thought, should at least have been 
courteous enough to return an answer 
to such a request, no matter how pro- 
British bis sympathies may have been. 
His failure to doso will certuinly give 
strength to Aoglophobe sentiment of 
& portion of the country. 

The news from Ottawa that the 
High Joint Commissioners are soon to 
reassemble, probably in that city, is 
received here with pleasure. “The 
causes of their summary adjournment 
have always been ‘enyeloped in 
mystery, not for laek of information, 
but because there is too much infor- 
mation and of too varied and contra- 
dictory a character, The chances are 
that there were politics in it. The 
State Department refuses to make any
